l:\cT sincc the White House 
Ct.nference on Aging, the 
I niced States has been focusing 
increasing attention c^n (he 
plighii c^r its senior citizens. 
As a result of thai conference, 
Medicare was enacted in 1964. 
relieving many colder people 
from ihe ^hreat c^f economic 
catastrophe due to illness: 
significant hcnising legislation 
was enacted: and in 1*^)65 Con- 
gress passed a landmark hill — 
• the Older -Americans Act of 
1965. 

As a result of the Older 
Americans A\ct. states and 
inslituiic^ns within the states, 
began to focus more intensely 
on provichng services to a ne- 
glected segment of our society — 
its c^ld people. As new programs 
emerged, the condition of older 
citizens became more exposed. 
Many problems which were 
not generally known began to 
surface and mobilization on be-

take plaee. 

( )ne of the institutions that 
has respondeel in a [X)siti\e and 
enlit^htened way has been the 
ecnnnuinity junior eollege. This 
is somewhat surprising in that 
the stereoiy[K^ whieh has af- 
flicted both comnuiniiN colleges 
and older persons would not 
norniallv lead to a merging of* 
the tuo. Mowexer. commimity 
colleges can and are pla\ ing a 
vital role in addressing^the 
needs of older persons in the 
communities ihey ser\e. The 
\ariety of ways in which they 
do this is co\ered in this report. 

1 1 is ho[KHl that as a result 
of the initiative taken by the 
American Association of Com- 
munity and Junior Colleges, 
and especially the work of the 
project on aging and its director. 
Andrew S. Kc^rim, more link- 
ages will be established between 
community colleges and state 
and local units on aging and 
senior citi/,ens c^rgani/,ations. 
As shown in this publication, 
community cc^l leges are a re- 
source growing in importance 
[o the ccunmunity. Senior citi- 
/,ens are a ccMistituency which 
has a ureat deal to coffer and 
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which can benefit from ihc 
imajiinatixc and coni[)rchcnsi\c 
array of acii\ itics thai conv 
nuiniiy collciios across ihc 
countrv can provide. It is, hap- 
pil\. a iinkauc in which both will 
benefit .

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Many of the naticMi's nu^re than 
l.KX) cc^mmunity colleges, junior 
colleges, and technical institutes 
are mcning tlramaticaHy to pro- 
vide services to their commu- 
nities for imprcning the life of 
America's increasing number'of 
ekierly persons. The range of 
services being offered to meet 
the needs of senior citizens 
rellects the long-standing com- 
mitment community and junior 
colleges have in the utilization 
of their resources for local and 
national priorities. 

Trainino Personnel 

One of the most pressing 
issues facing older Americans 
has been the ineffectiveness of 
human services on the life of 



senior cili/cns. Wherever senior 
eili/ens liirn for serv ices, nuich 
reniains to he desired in the 
Lliiality of ser\ ice rendered. 
W hedier senior cili/.en centers, / 
social securit) agencies, family 
service agencies, menial health 
■ aj^encies, nursinu homes, hos- . 
pitals. auini! aiiencies, \olunteer 
ser\ice aL^encies, or commercial 
enter[)rises. the peo[:>le who work 
on a face-tod'ace basis directly 
with senior citi/ens often are 
poorly prepared for the jobs 
they perform. 

In communiiy colleges, cer- 
tificate and two-year associate 
degree programs designed to 
[prepare persons for working 
in agencies and commercial ^ 
enterprises thai serx'c older 
persons are being offered in 
gerontology, homemaker ser- 
\ices. nursing home adminis- 
tration, geriatrics, human ser- 
vices, mental health technology, 
recreational leadership, nursing, 
and nutritional services. More 
than 40 community colleges hax e 
reported that they offer pro- 
grams specifically geared io 
prepare [xm'scmis to work more 
effectixelv with the elderly. 
iVlobilizin*^ Senior Volunteers 

One of ihe clc\ c!npments c)f the 
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past year has been (he extent 
(o which coniniuiiiiy and junior 
colleizes ha\e [xirticipated in 
older American xt^liinteer 
[:)rov:ranis under AC TION, 
Twenty-six coniinunity colleges 
in 15 Slates o[x^raie Retired 
Senior Volunteer Proizranis 
(RS\'P), with six of these pro- 
izranis in. Oregon. Many other 
collci^es serve as stations to 
utilize the services of retired 
\olunieers. As one community 
college president noted, '^Re- 
tirctl seniors are a rich I'esource 
to our colleges as \olunteer 
lacultN, librarians, counselors, 
and in man\ supportixe roles." 

Some colleges also ser\ ice 
the programs by prt)\ieling in- 
struction Tor prospective \olun- 
leers in the skills of \olunteer 
work. One example of sht>ri- 
term training for volunteers is 
that offered by the Community 
College of Allegheny Ccumtv 
(Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania) io 
retired persons participating in 
the Fuxster (jrandparent Prc^gram. 

Retirement Education 

Programs that prepare persons 
to function better in retirement 
are being coffered by a growing 
number of community and junicM* 
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colleges. Senior citi/ens arc 
prtnieleJ wuh a wiele ranee of 
courses, iiiiidanee, ami inlorma- 
{lonal services associated with 
retirement [ilanninu. 

More than 140 coniniunii\- * 
colleues offer [ire-retirement 
and retirement educational 
services reiiardinii such matters 
as income [ilan.s, insurance pro- 
Lirams. w ills, estates, tax 
mailers, and planninu the use 
of leisure. In some cases, col- 
lej^e facult} de\elo[i programs 
which reflect specific needs 
identified by local comm unity 
groups. Man\ community col- 
leges build their programs around 
information axailable from public 
agencies such as the Social 
SecurilN Administration and 
the Administration on Aging, 
or private organizations, such 
as the National (\Hmcil cm 
Aging and the American /Asso- 
ciation of Retired Persons. 

New York City Community 
College ( Brooklyn, N.Y.), 
through its Institute for the 
Study of Older Adults con- 
tributes to the retirement educa- 
tion of a large population in 
its coo[ierati\e efft^rts with 
senior centers. 

An outstanding approach to 
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rciiicincni ciluL-aiion is ihc usl- 
of cable lelevisum by b'hubcad 
\'Mc\ Coniiminiiy Collcuc 
iKabs[X'll. Monianai lo 
\ iilc a sL-i ics i)f [iiDgrams cm - 
crinu the concerns of reiircil 
persons. 

Nutritional Services 

Imi^roN inij ihc iIilMs of senior 
cili/ens lias been iileniificd as 
one of (he io[) [Mioriiies in (he 
|M-o>:ram of the Ailminisiraiion 
on AuinL!. umler ihe Older 
Amerieans C"oni[Melicnsi\ e 
Ner\iee Amendmenls oT" 
C'omnuiniiN and iiinior colleues 
are uiili/inL; dieir facilities, 
staff, and students to serviee 
con.ureuate meals and deli\ered 
meals [irourams, I xami^les of 
colleucs direc(l\ [M'on idini; meals 
lo senioi- eiii/ens are Cdark 
C"oumy ('■ommunitN College 
1 1. as \ eL;as. Ne\ada). (iloueester 
C"ouni\ Colleuc i. Sew ell. New 
.Ierse\ i. Snead State .lunior

Lane C"ommunii\' Colle-^e 
(tuigene. Orei^on) prepares Inn 
meal.s for delivery by Ameriean 
Red CVcxs.s workers to isolated 
pCFsons. Others, such a.s Claeka- 
m as Community College (Oregon 
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City, Oregon) ccH)perate with 
organizations such as churches 
in assisting with the program- 
ming of supportive services as a 
part of congregate feeding in a 
community effort called ^^Loaves 
and Fishes/^ Often excess 
capacity in college food service 
programs may be mobilized to 
assist community organizations 
to carry out congregate meal 
programs. 

Southeastern Nebraska Tech- 
nical Community College (Lin- 
coln, Nebraska) offers courses 
on nutrition to assist senior 
citizens in improving their 
diets. Brookeialc Community 
C\>llcgc iLincroft. New Jersey) 
has ^Icvelopcd a filmstrip on 
nutritional guidance for view- 
ing by the elderly in congre- 
gate meal settings. 
Community Leadership 

A ne\v role for many commu- 
nity C(,>lleges is one of leader- 
ship in working with community 
grou[:>s and agencies in the plan- 
ning, development, and imple- 
mentation of community programs 
for senior citizens. With the 
emphasis in the 1473 Older 
Americans Comprehensive 
'Service Amendments on mobil- 
izing unused \oc',\\ resources. 
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community colleges have as- 
sumed responsibility for 
structuring community resources 
to meet the needs of the elderly. 

At Kalispell, Montana, Flathead 
Valley Community College and 
Flathead County Council on 
Aging are virtually a single entity 
because of the interlocking char- 
acter of their programs. Tri- 
County Technical College 
(Pendleton, South Carolina) is 
working with the Appalachian 
Commission and several local 
agencies to address the needs of 
the rural elderly in its multi- 
county community, 

Indian Hills Community College 
(Ottumwa, Iowa). Kirkwood Com- 
munity College (Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa), and North Iowa Area Com- 
munity College (Mason City, 
Iowa) have been designated the 
Area Agency on Aging to provide 
for the planning and coordina- 
tion of services for senior citi- 
zens in their communities. 

(}enesee Communitv Colleee 
(Batavia, New York) provides 
technical assistance to county 
officials in developing the local 
plan for services to the aging. 
Other community colleges open 
up their reservoir of students, 
their computers, and faculty to 
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assist communities in conducting 
surxeys on needs, services, and 
critical gaps in the delivery of 
services. An increasing number of 
college p 'dents, administrators, 
and facuKj ser\ e on state and 
local councils. 
Continuing Education 

Perha[)s the simplest way in 
which a community college can 
extend ser\ ices to the elderly is 
through the established offer- 
ings of the continuing education 
program. 

Whether to gain skills for a 
second career, for cultural en- 
richment, for basic education, or 
for recreational endeavors, com- 
munity and junior colleges consti- 
tute an easily accessible resource 
fc)r senior citizens. More than 340 
cc)mmunity and junior colleges re- 
port that they offer programs of 

cultural enrichment for senior 
citizens. 

Age is no barrier to the par- 
ticipation of senicK citizens in 
educational programs at commu- 
nity colleges, Fc)r instance, re- 
cently a student at the age of 97 
receixed an award for completion 
of a program at Quinebaugh 
Valley Community College 
iDanielson, C\)nnecticut). Similar- 
ly. Pima College ( Fucson, Ari- 



zona) recently recognized a ^)^- 
year-old woman for her outstand- 
ing work as a student. 

Reduced tuition or no tuition 
I'or senior citizens is a reality at 
more than IW) community col- 
leges, junior colleges, and tech- 
nical institutes. 

Unfortunately, many senior 
citizens are unaware of the oppor- 
tunities provided by community 
colleges. As one retired person 
pointed out, "The willingness 
of our community college to serve 
old people is a well-kept secret." 

Other Services 

Diverse services are provided 
bv communitN and junior col- 
leges that enable senior citizens 
to utilize the resources of the 
colleges and their respective 
communities. In addition to tui- 
tion considerations, the concept 
of a special privilege "gold card" 
is being u idel\ adopted as a 
means of encouraging senior citi- 
zens to use libraries and other 
college services that are cultural 
or recreational. College of South- 
ern Idaho (Twin Falls, Idahc^) 
was an earl\* user of the "gold 
card." 

Information and referral ser- 
vices are being provided to 
senior citizens as an extension 
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of the counseling and guidance 
services of community colleges. 
Sometimes these services take the 
form of specific staffing and, in 
other cases, a special newspaper 
for senior citi/ens is produced 
such as the c^ne at Essex County 
College (Newark, New Jersey). 
Arizona Western College (Yuma, 
Arizona) offers consumer educa- 
tion to senior citizens in both 
English and Spanish, responding 
to the bilingual character of its^ 
comm unity. 

Recognizing transportation as a 
basic service needed by senior 
citizens, a number of colleges 
have initiated special bus services, 
car pooling arrangements, and or 
escort serv ices that enable stTnmr 
citizens to participate in com- 
munity activ ities. TelephcMie sur- 
veillance of persons !i\'ing in iso- 
lation is provided by students 
enrolled in Various career pro- 
urams at Dodue City Community 
College (Dodge City, Kansas). 

Among numerous services of- 
fered to senior citizens at Catons- 
ville Community College (Catons- 
\ille, Maryland) are support ser- 
vices for ''Autumn Players" — a 
senior citizen theater production 
company. At Honolulu Commu- 
nity Colleiie (Honc^lulu, flawaii) 



and Northern Nevada Comniii- 
nity College (Elko, Nevada) multi- 
purpose senior centers are oper- 
ated as a service of the colleges 
for senior citizens. 

Funding 

Financial support for the in- 
creased involvement of commu- 
nity colleges in addressing the 
needs of the elderly comes from 
many sources. The most frequent 
source is local funds already 
available to the communitv col- 
lege through its regular revenues. 
By making services to the aging a 
major college priority, funds are 
often reallocated from program 
areas producing less community 
benefit. 

In other cases, funds are made 
available through social service 
agencies, medical service agen- 
cies, social security agencies, 
and area agencies on aging. Train- 
ing per.sc^ns to work with the 
elderly is often funded by the 
state vocational education agency. 
Programs to mobilize senior vol- 
unteers are funded by the federal 
agency, ACTION. 

Cenerally speaking, the state 
aging agency is a logical point 
of contact for community colleges 
intere.sted in exploringjhe need.s 
and the resources available to 
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meci ihcse needs. State aginj^ 
iiiu»neics i-ecei\e runds under 
Older Americans Coniprehensi\ c 
Service Amendments lo support 
programs atidressinu the needs 
of the elderly and ha\'e pro- 
\ ided financial assistance lo com- 
munity colleges in several slates. 
As local area agencies on aging 
become operational, community 
colleges will fine! opportunities 
(o ser\e these agencies on a 
contract basis.
